‘There is no margin for supply- 
ing the small enjoyments, such as toys 
for the little ones, or for the elders to spend 
in amusements. The wife bakes her own 
bread, because to buy from the baker would 
cost twenty-cents dally, whereas by getting a 
half sack of tlour for $2 she can make it last 
three weeks, and yeast tickets 
sell three for five cents. She has 
to carry water up stairs. Another expense, 
all that stands between them and starvation 
should the husband sicken or die,is the dues 
he pays vearly to some one of the benevolent 
insurance societies. This arrangement en- 
sures him $5 or more a week if he is disabled 
by sickness,and should he die pays his widow 
from S500 to $1,000 in cash. 
‘Lhe dues will probably cost him $1 a month 
but the wife insists that 1t shall be paid 
promptly if they have to bear the sacrifice of 
doing Without their one daily allowance of 
meat. Ail have to be content with the cheap- 
est possibie clothing and no more of it than 
is absolutely necessary. Where there is 
only a husband and wife 
to spend the $10a week earnings, at least a 
fourth of it may be saved if the two are 
frugal. Germans or Bohemians would put by 
double the amount from the same income 
that an Irish or American family re- 
ceive. ‘Many of these will walk a long 
distance to market rather than pay the 
still higher percentage put on meais and 
staple groceries by the little corner stores 
that have suburban neighbourhoods at their 
merey.

The patient 
toilers who constructed the pyramids of 
Egypt probably had occasion to employ their 
time-honored shaft of ridicule when defend- 
ing some newly-promoted foreman. As a 
matter of fact, Mr. Broapnrab’s vascillat- 
ing character, tendency to extract fees, shift 
polities, serve Jay Govurp, etc., has been 
well known and understood in this communi-

piratical instincts practicing at the St. Louis 
bar nobody felt called upon to point out his 
shortcomings. When, however, Mr. JAMES 
O. BROADHEAD asked this community to in- 
dorse himasan able citizen, an honorable 
lawyer and a consistent Democrat, it became 
interesting to look into his record and con- 
sider his claim to be held up as a representa- 
tiveman. Asa private citizen and lawyer he 
could represent JAY GouLD and teke double 
fees without attracting unpleasant attention. 
As JAY GowuLp’s agent, asking to be sent to 
Congress, Mr. BROADUEAD becomes a very 
different, and, at the same time, a very im- 
portant personage. There scores of 
individuals with tainted characters living 
in brown stone front houses in St. Louis and 
passing for eminently respectable people. So 
long as they keep quiet their sins will be 
gveriooked. When they enter polities and 
set themselves up as exemplars, asking to be 
honored with the votes of their neighbors, 
they will be very promptly investigated, and 
seriously to their disadvantage, too. Is there 
anything strange about this American cus- 
tom? We think not. It will thus be seen, we 
think, that the satire which has commanded 
the admiration of the owls of the Republican 
issimply apiece of coarse twaddle which 
would searce become a rustic boor in a fayor- 
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able lunar season. 


A FAIR CRITICISM, 

As a spectacular show, drawing multitudes 
of visitors, the St. Louis Fair has long been a 
success. Butits live stock department has 
not been so well conducted as it might have 
been to promote the interests of Missouri asa 
great agricultural and stock-breeding State, 
Take mule-raising, one of the most lucrative 
branches of Missouri stock-breeding. Of these 
useful animals no less than 60,000 head are 
annually marketed in this city, and yet what 
amount of money is devoted by the Fair 
Association to the improvement of our 
mules’ Just $50 for the most valuable jack- 
ass! $20 for the red ribbon in the same 
class, and $35 for the two best jennets, to 
whose virtues farmers shall be beholden for 
‘the excellence of the future fathers of all 
their mules. The jack that brayed away 
bwith this princely award of 850 was probably 
valued at, at least, $2,500, and it seems to be 
a mystery that the owner of such can be 
found who will submit to the insult of sucha 
competition. 

Again, the exhibit of heavy draft horses 
should, in the interest of the State, be one 
of the leading features of the Fair, yet what 
reward is offered for the best full-grown stal- 
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lion? A paltry $100. There were Clydes- 
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dales on the ground whose very hairs were 
priceless to the State, whose cost across the 
water mounted into thousands and whose 
fee for service may be said to be double the 
highest premium offered them. Weare ata 
loss to know what but good-will induces 
their owners to bring them here, where no 
premium adequate to their merit is to be 
earned, and where they have but little 
chance of being purchased. To crown 
the irony of the offer of $100 as 4a 
reward for their excellence, a further 
“century” is devoted as & prize to 
the draft stallion. shewing best in harness, 
style and action to be considered, a competi- 
tion which treats judges and spectators to the 
supremely ridiculous sight of a horse weigh- 
ing 2,000 pounds being hitched into the sulky 
from which a thoroughbred has just been 
freed, andin which he is for the moment 
supposed to acquit himself in that sphere of 
life to which it has pleased God to call him.. 
Were these magnificent animals proved in 
the shafts with a couple of tons of coal be- 
hind them good would be evolved, and draft 
power would earn reward instead of ridicule. 
It would be an unpleasant task to wade 
through the follies that strike the eye in each 
year’s programme, one in which, for instance, 
even a barouche horse premium can, as was 
the case this year, be earned literally by 
speed. : 

As a matter of strict benefit to the State no 
un-sexed animal should be allowed to show 
inthe arena. If spectacular attraction is 
necessary to the securing of gate money, a 
race track should be added to the grounds. 
If geldings dono good to the agricultural 
welfare of the State they should look to the 
race track, not to the Fair Grounds, for the 
reward of their virtues. 

We would, wecould, in hope, go a little 
fupgher and see Missouri propose to actually 
profit by the fine animals drawn to the 
Fair. If we offered a tempting premium to 
the best stallion of ‘every class, say $2,000, 
and insisted on the retention of the animal 
in the State for~a certain time, what good 
might not be derived by our annual exhibi- 
tion? As matters are at present we doubt if 
a heavy mare will be sent from Missouri to 
Lllinois to be bred, or whether even the mag- 
nificent Hyder Ali will attract more attention 
from our breeders than he would if Gen. 
RoweEtt had never sent him here. 

Our good Missouri money is now freely 
dispensed amongst Kentucky and Illinois 
breeders, who find this State their softest and 
most paying stamping ground. We do not 
advocate this exclusion, but we think it 
would be very easy to evolve a programme 
by which our alert farmers would benefit. 
Were Gen. Rowett, for instance, to earn 
a $2,000 premium in_ next October, 
contingent on his stabling Hyder Ali at the 
Fair Grounds from February 1, 1884, for three 
months, whut an improvement might be ex- 
pected in the exhibit of youngsters in the 
following years? Weshould not then fear 
to see one Missouri colt only exhibited in the 
suckling ring,.as was the case on Saturday, 
no yearling colt but a single two-year old 
entire, and no three-year old stallion. The 
mares shown on the same occasion scarcely 
numbered more. 

The same policy applied to bulls and jacks 
would bear similar fruit, and if the innova 
tion were made we should shortly see Mis- 
souri breeders holding their own with the 
best and oldest of other States. 
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SUBURBAN residences within a few minutes 
or a half hour’s run of a great city are much 
sought after by wealthy business men. 
Room for wealthand taste to exhibit them- 
selves in embowered mansions surrounded 
by beautiful grounds is necessary to the 
ideal home as well as to the physical and 
moral health of the family. But this modé 
of living has its drawbacks.. The more 
the belated business man resorts to the 
dark and unfrequented outskirts of a city, 
the more such quarters become the most 
eligible fields for the operations of murderous 
burglars and robbers. Suburban villages like 
Glendale, near Cincinnati, with its rural lanes 
and park-like grounds around every mansion’ 
should be safer inthis respect than the un- 
grouped homes scattered all around the out- 
skirts ofacity. But such does not seem to 
be the fact. The murder of Mr. A. W. 
Ross last Saturday night on his way home 
from the Glendale railroad station was evi- 
dently committed for robbery and bids fair 
to remain a mystery so far asthe perpetra- 
tors are concerned. The citizens of the town 
are aroused and the tragedy will probably 
result in their lighting their avenues and em~ 
ploying an efficient night police. 
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Con. R. T. VAN Horn, Chairman of the 
Republican State Committee and editor of 
that staunch Republican argan, the Kansas 
City Journal, says in its editorial columns: 

The triumphal ride of Frank James from the 
State capital to Independence was ample evidence 
that the red-handed murderer and train and bank 
robber is not withoutfriends among the Missouri 
mossbacks. Had the train stopped long enough 
he would have been givenan ovation at nearly 
every station. 

Among the Missouri “mossbacks” men- 
tioned by Major Epwarps as rushing for- 
ward to greet FRANK JAMES and offer to go 
on his bond at Independence was Col. Jonn 
T. Crisp, the Journal’s candidate for Con- 
gress. Some years ago the Journal opposed 
Crisp bitterly because he had lobbied at Jef- 
ferson City for an act of amnesty for the 
JAMES and YOUNGER boys. The Journal 
is-now supporting Col. Caisp for Congress, 
knowing that heis to-day in favor of a free 
pardon for the man whom the Journal calls 
‘a red-handed murderer and train-robber.” 
How many years will elapse before the Jour- 
nal will be supporting Frank James him- 
self to beat some “‘Bourbon mossback’’ ? 


For years the ignorance of English news- 
paper writers touching political affairs on this 
side of the Atlantic has been proverbial. A 
fresh exemplification has just been offered by 
Mr. Lawson, the editor of the London Tele- 


graph, a journal of great circulation, which 


fell into the hands of its present Hebrew 
owners through the foreclosure of a mortgage.

or something like two years past we have en- 
joyed a “late train,” to-wit: one that left the city 
at11:25p.m., accommodating all who for busi- 
ness or- pleasure might have occasion to use it; 
and it was a meneral feeling of comfort to all who 
dwell between St. Louis and Kirkwood that such 
a train was at our disposal, while to many it was 
anecessity. That it might not in itseli always 
“pay” was a possible fact; but that it helped 
these suburban trains to pay in the aggregate 
was an indisputable fact, the evidence of which 
was to be seen in the increased demand for resi- 
dences all along the line, while for years before 
this special accommodation was given it 
was quite the reverse. We all felt 
happy in its enioyment, and had _in- 
formed our friends of our good fortune so that 
many had begun to turn their attention towards 
the pleasant and desirable locations along the 
route. We had Mr. Talmage’s positive assurance 
that this was to be a permanent institution, and 
said he to some of us, “Go ahead and build up 
your villages; you shall have all the accommoda- 
tions you need.”

NORTHOME, MriNn., October 7.—The heart 
of the Englishman beats with just national 
enthusiasm when he is told that the British 
drum follows the sun in its daily 
course around the world, and _ that

in one portion of Her Majesty’s dominions it 
issummer in other portions; that British 
sails are unfurled to every breeze and the 
flag floats in every climate and every zone. 
Such universal power was unknown to, and 
undreamed of by the ancients, and unequaled 
in modern times. But though not a drum is 
heard or soldier seen(except in holidayparade)

STYLISH TURN-OUTS. 
What it Costs to Keep a Carriage 
and Pair. va 
St. Louisans Who Own Fine Teams and Equi- 
pages. 


--— 


St. Louisans, asa general rule, are not ex- 
pensive in their tastes. They seldom run to 
luxusies, while content to pay for all that is 
good and substantial. This is true as much 
in the way of turnouts as in any other. 
The number of nice carriages and big, stylish 
horses that can be seen hitched in front of 
prominent dry goods stores on a fine after- 
noon, and in the neighborhood of the theaters 


on a fashionable evening, is very numerous. 
But most of them are not what a horseman 
would call fashionable turn-outs. 

“Two horses do not make a team, by any 
means, in the strict fashionable acceptation 
of the term,” said a well known expert to a 
Post-DisPATcHn reporter this morning. 
“There goes a very fine-looking carriage and 
a couple of fine horses now, but they are 
not a team by any means. They 
do not go rightly together. 
Observe the different styles they have. Each 
is a good horse, but no man who is particular 
about the correct thing would ever hitch 
them together.” 

“What is aimed at in making a good 
team ?”’ 

“Well, principally size, style and action. 
The horses must be identical in these partic- 
ulars. Color and spots ought to coincide, if 
it can be done, but this is not exactly requir- 
ed and is hard to do.” 

This is the fault to be found 
with most of the St. Louis teams. 
Many persons pay big money for them, but, 
nevertheless, do not succeed in matching the 
horses, and the effect is always bad to the 
connoisseur in horse-flesh. nice private 
equipage is a costly luxury and is a sure sign 
that a man’s bank account is ample. 
Ten years ago very few people kept any- 
thing nice in this line. A big, heavy, lum- 
bering vehicle, a pair of horses that held up 
their Read reasonably high and could go 
without stumbling, was considered all that 
was required in good society. Now that is 
changed to a_ considerable extent, 
and the numbers of really first-class 
‘rigs’ is in fair proportion to the population, 
although still smallin number. ‘The cost of 
one of these latter runs up pretty high. A 
pair of matched horses that go at a decent 

ait cannot be secured at any figure below 

1,000. Joe Lucas is said to have paid $1,500 
for his Banger bays. Then, a carriage 
which is the thing will cost be- 
tween $1,200 and $1,600, and will 
probably come nearer the latter figures. 
A set of harness, such asis the right thing, 
will come to $350 at the lowest This will put 
the cost of the faniily turnout, as it rolis out 
in the street, at about $3,000. Then a coach- 
man must be kept, and if he is 
worth anything at all, he will want 
$40 a month and his board. 
To keep and find a team properly requires an 
outlay of at least $50 a month, and after 
adding incidentals it is safe to say that, in- 
cluding the coachman’s hire,a couple of 
suits of livery, ete., the entire stable cost of 
a nice pair is sure to run as high as 
$125 per month, ‘or $1,500 per year.

Some time ago Henry Hammel, the harness 
maker, had an order for such a set, but when 
he reported to his prospective customer that 
the mountings alone would cost him £450, the 
order Was countermanded very quickly.

F. liowe introduced the only specimens of 
this kind of extravagance seen here. When 
he opened the old Southern Hotel Stables, on 
Walnut street, nothing was too elecunt.

The Famous Kidnapping Case of Phila- 
delphia Revived. 


A few days ago James Logan, a private de- 
tective of Philadelphia, arrived in St. Louis,
